This month’s cover picture is a 
composite which includes: a map of 
Central America with Guatemala par- 
ticularly stressed, an insert picture of 
Guatemalan Missionary John L. 
Franklin, and a picture of a supposed 
image of St. James. This rather 
striking image is used in connection 
with Roman Catholic worship. In the 
town of Santiago (which is Spanish 
means “James”) the image is paraded 
through the streets each year on 
August 27 to the accompaniment of 
firecrackers and some semblance of 
religious fervour and display. It is to 
this place that the Franklins plan to 
go when they return to the field with- 
in a few month’s time. 

The image of St. James is made of 
wood and richly ornamented. It is 
probably about 400 years old, and is 
about one-half life size. The people 
of Santiago, who are chiefly Tzutujil 
Indians, believe that St. James is the 
special protector of their town and 
they virtually offer worship to him 
that often exceeds their worship to 
the Godhead. Ironically enough, these 
same people also worship Judas in 
an effort to be at peace with both 
the forces of good and the forces of 
evil. It is their idea that two gods 
are better than one, 

More than three-fourths of the pop- 
ulation of Guatemala is predominant- 
ly or wholly of Indian blood. In a re- 
cent feature article Time magazine 
reported, “Nominally Roman Cath- 


olic, the Indians celebrate Christian 
festivals with pagan gusto, consult 
witch doctors oftener than the coun- 
try’s scant 200 priests.” Of the popula- 
tion of a little over three million, 
about two-thirds are illiterate and 
they have been so little touched by 
civilization’s comforts that they 
habitually go barefoot. 

In the August edition, Christian 
Life reports concerning Guatemala: 
“Probably nowhere else south of the 
Rio Grande has the Gospel been 
preached with such freedom and evi- 
dent success. One missionary estimat- 
es that roughly one in ten of the 
ladinos (Spanish-speaking Guatemal- 
ans) are related in some degree to 
an evangelical church, about four 
times the ratio for Latin America as 
a whole.” In spite of turbulent gov- 
ernment administration for many 
decades, Guatemala has continually 
accorded to evangelical missionaries 
a generous amount of freedom so 
that their efforts have thrived. 

Though the town of Santiago, 
Guatemala has a population of only 
about 7,000, it is the center of a com- 
munity of fully 1,300,000. Thus, the 
Franklins feel that they have an am- 
ple challenge before them as they re- 
turn to this field. It is a fact that 
these Guatemalan people who wor- 
ship St. James and have sworn to 
uphold him, know little or nothing 
of his message. Let us pray for the 
Franklins and all the fundamentalist 
missionaries who labor in this fruit- 


ful and needy field. 


PRAYER CHANGES EVEN POCKETBOOKS 
A True Story by Herbert Felton of Peru 


While riding on a crowded bus in 
Lima, Peru, I suddenly realized my 
billfold had been taken. Although it 
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contained only a small amount of 
money (about $2.50 in American 
money) my important documents 
such as driver’s license, car owner- 
ship certificate, fellowship certificate 
with the Assemblies of God Missions 
Department, and Identity Passport 
required for all foreign residents in 
Peru, were also gone. Immediately I 
told the bus driver, then got off at 
the nearest Police Department to re- 
port the loss. The official who took 
the report thought it would do no 
good to advertise. Later, in the Traffic 
Division while trying to get a dupli- 
cate driver’s license another official 
discouraged any hope I had for its 
return. But documents cost so much 
and are difficult to obtain. 

Upon returning home, my wife 
and her guests, Ruth Couchman and 
Pansy Blossom, and I made it a mat- 
ter of prayer. We asked the Lord to 
touch the thief’s heart and cause him 
to return the documents.

“I have learned by experience that 
the Lord hath blessed me for thy 
sake.” — Gen. 80:27. 


Reluctant to see his son-in-law leave 
him to return to his own family, La- 
ban worked hard to persuade Jacob 
to remain with him, and succeeded 
by negotiating a new working agree- 
ment. Having served him about 20 
years, Jacob had been a good man- 
ager of his herds and herdsmen. The 
stock had multiplied rapidly, business 
was good — and they had never 
heard of parity! 

Laban was aware of two things: 
that he had been blessed and that 
not because of himself or his own 
ability, but because of another, Jacob. 
Having little when Jacob arrived 
that day at the well and first saw 
Rachel, Laban now had large herds 
of cattle and goats, the coin of the 
economy of that day. He acknow- 
ledged what he had in Jacob and ad- 
mitted his prosperity was due entire- 
ly to him. His experience he recog- 
nized and Jacob he appreciated. 

The Christian does well to recog- 
nize his blessings from the hand of 
God. Often he experiences many 
more than which he is aware. Laban 
measured his blessing in prosperity, 
something that no one is adverse to 
in these times any more than in his 
day. But there are those who would 
think of themselves as blessed of 
God only if they have a charge of 
the emotions that treats them to an 
ecstacy they cannot express. It is true 
that the blessing of the Lord will 
stir the depths of the soul and pre- 
cipitate decisions that effect the re- 
mainder of one’s life. Who can mea- 
sure the depths of the urge that 
causes a young person to lay aside 
plans of advancement to take up a 
life of sacrifice on the mission field 
or in any other type of Christian ser- 
vice that asks for the best in him and 
promises him nothing in this life but 
the satisfaction of a heart at peace 
with his own conscience and a soul 
at ease with the smile of God upon 
obedience. Nothing short of the 
breeze of Heaven moving down the 
corridors of the soul will keep a young 
man’s visions clear and set the com- 
pass of his life unwaveringly in the 
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pathway of divine guidance. He does 
not trade dreams for drudgery. He 
garnishes deeds with dedication and 
drive with devotion, and pleases Him 
Who paid the ransom for his soul 
and made the things of eternity more 
real than all the earth around him. 

Blessings as we know them in Pen- 
tecost are experiences of genuine 
emotion, genuine only if they make 
the blessed a better Christian, tun- 
ing him to the moving of divine di- 
rection — by the reception of the 
Word and by the impulse of the 
Spirit. Some folks want their religion 
with no more emotion than a bill of 
lading. Everything worth while in 
life is based in emotion. Every home 
is a product of emotion. When that 
is gone the home is shattered, if not 
in fact, at least in effect. The re- 
sponse to the call to duty, in any 
realm, is a facet of emotion. In time 
of war, patriotism — mass and _ in- 
dividual emotion — solidifies a nation 
to gird itself for action. 

But blessing has a wider connota- 
tion. The definition is given as “that 
which causes prosperity or happiness, 
or a means of happiness of welfare.” 
A blessing, too, is a need supplied. 
In the icy temperatures of the frozen 
polar regions, few things are better 
than a warm place. In the heat of 
summer, when the sun’s rays beat 
relentlessly upon the earth, a cool 
place has the high place on the list 
of comforts to be sought. In the 
parched desert, water becomes the 
prized possession. The supply of that 
need that means the difference be- 
tween survival or perishing becomes 
a recognized blessing to the one faced 
with the inability to endure without 
it. 

Jesus came to earth to supply the 
sinner’s need for a Saviour. “There is 
one God, and one mediator between 
God and men, the man Christ Jesus,” 
says the Apostle Paul (1 Tim. 2:5). 
He came to bring salvation to the 
sinner and to do for him all the other 
things that are needed to make his 
earthly run through the gauntlet of 
successive days a success and tri- 
umph despite the blows of circum- 
stance and the problems that beset 
the course of any life. Romans 8:32

— “He that spared not his own son, 
but delivered him up for us all, how 
shall he not with him also freely give 
us all things?” Blessing? That which 
we need most to make us the kind 
of Christian we ought to be to please 
Him is promised: strength for the 
weak, courage for the timid, truth 
for the wayfarer to point the way 
along the map of life; bread for the 
hungry and water for the thirsty. 
(Matt. 5:6) The appetite for good 
will not go unsatified, nor will the 
urge to follow in the footsteps of the 
Master, if we will accept His daily 
help as the blessing we seek and the 
power we need. 

The Christian with any sense of 
perspective will realize that he is not 
blessed for what he merits. That in- 
deed would be siim blessing. But he 
is daily blessed for another’s sake. 
The prayer ended with “for Jesus’ 
sake” admits this fact. That phrase 
should not be thought of as a knot 
tied on the end of the cord of pe- 
tition. It is the recognition of His 
worth alone. It is more than a form- 
ula. It is more than a point of the- 
ology. It is what we have learned by 
experience. 

The disciples had experiences that 
unshakeably persuaded them as to 
the person of Jesus and the truth of 
the gospel. Winding up his ministry,

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Quickened by The Spirit 


An Important Secret of Growth in Godliness 


“The Spirit giveth life.” 2 Cor. 3:6. 

This verse speaks of a particular 
ministry characteristic of the Holy 
Spirit: that of quickening or making 
alive. Jesus said that He was come 
that we might “have life” and might 
have it “more abundantly.” 

We read in Eph. 2:1, “You hath 
He quickened (made alive), who 
were dead in trespasses and sins.” 
And in Col. 2:18, “And you, being 
dead in your sins . . . hath He quick- 
ened.” Here the results of sin are set 
forth in contrast with the work of 
the Spirit of God — sin deadens, the 
Spirit quickens. Sin may have its 
pleasure for a season, but even as it 
pleases it deadens. This Paul stated 
to Timothy when he said, “She that 
liveth in pleasure is dead while she 
liveth.” I Tim. 5:6. 

Living and yet dead. That is the 
condition of all who are unsaved. 
* Alive to pleasure, alert to sin — but 
dead, unresponsive, to the things of 
God. Their ears are quick to hear the 
call of the world, their eyes are quick 
to note the lure of sin, their entire 
being is responsive to all that the 
devil offers; but they are utterly 
dead to God. They have ears to hear, 
but Him they hear not; eyes to see, 
but His way they see not. The filth 
of immorality stirs their lustful na- 
tures, but the blessedness of right- 
eousness fails to impress them. They 
are living, yet dead. 

All good Christians understand 
this and know what we mean when 
we say such can be quickened, made 
alive to God, by the ministry and 
work of the Holy Ghost in their lives. 
All good Christians also know that 
without this ministry of God’s Spirit 
such will ever remain in their dead- 
ness, dying not only physically but 
ever becoming more dead, more in- 
sensible, to the things of God. 

This quickening work of the Spirit 
in the life of a sinner, awakening him 
to the things of God, commences at 
conversion. But that is only the be- 
ginning. While it is true that at con- 
version all sin is forgiven, all the 
past is blotted out, and all things be- 
come new, it is also true that all the 
sinners faculties for responding to 
God are not fully awakened. New 
life does come to the newly convert-

ed, and his eyes, once dead to the 
beauty of God, now begin to catch 
the gleam of God’s glory; his ears, 
once dead to God’s voice, now begin 
to hear Him speak. And the same 
Spirit that quickens the sinner from 
his deadness longs to awaken him 
fully to the abundant life of respon- 
siveness to God that Jesus came to 
give to all who believe on His name.

All too many never go beyond the 
first. quickening. They are God’s 
children, but remain babes. Their 
senses are never fully developed to 
discern between good and evil. (Heb. 
5:14). Consequently there is much 
good in Christian living they never 
enjoy. They are never sufficiently 
aware of such good to seek for it. Oh, 
that such Christians knew of the full- 
er quickening available to the life 
that is filled with the Holy Ghost! 

There is a quickening ministry for 
the child of God today making him 
as complete as those worthies in the 
book of Acts, Those disciples were 
alive unto God, alert and responsive 
to Him. Over and over, we read that 
“the Holy Ghost said unto” him or 
them. Both in private devotions and 
public worship, they heard from 


heaven. Their spiritual ears were 
quickened — made alive — unto God. 
He spoke to ordinary disciples as 
well as to the chiefest of apostles. 
(Acts 8:29; 13:1,2). Thank God, this 
ministry is open to all of God's child- 
ren and not just to a select few. We 
can all be quickened by the Holy 
Ghost until our ears, too, will be 
quick to hear the voice of God. 

God is speaking to us today as 
much as He did to the early Church. 
He has not changed either in His love 
for the Church or in His manner of 
dealing with the Church. But His 
voice falls on ears too dead to hear 
it or understand it. They are like 
those people in John 12. When Jesus 
prayed to the Father (verse 28), 
“Father, glorify Thy name.” we read 
-- “Then came there a voice from 
heaven, saying, I have both glorified 
it, and will glorify it again.” Jesus ex- 
plained that the voice came for their 
sake, but they thought it thundered. 
Think of it — God, in answer to 
Jesus’ prayer, speaking audibly and 
directly to the people, and they 
thought it was thunder! 

I fear God often speaks to us to- 
day and we mistake it for the ma- 
terial instead of the supernatural. As 
Samuel mistook God’s voice for that 
of Eli — all too many times God has 
spoken, and those to whom He has 
spoken have thought it to be man 
instead of God. 

All of our natural senses, that are 
so alive to the natural things around 
us, have their counterpart on the 
spiritual side of our lives, and by 
quickening power of the Spirit can 
be made alive and alert to God until 
we can hear His voice, see His glory, 
feel His presence; and thank God, 
we can taste the Word of life and 
heavenly gift. His voice then will be 
like music, His glory will lighten our 
eyes, His presence will thrill as a 
lover's embrase, and His Word will 
be in our mouth sweeter than the 
honeycomb. It will be joy unspeak- 
able and full of glory. 

Many Christians who have climbed 
the heights of this spiritual triumph, 
who have been so quickened by His 
Spirit that the wee small voice was 
never missed, whose eyes have con- 
tinually seen God in everything, who 
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were quick to detect His presence, 
have today become like the members 
of the church of Sardis (Rev. oly 
having a name that they live, but 
they are dead. Once their faces glow- 


ed with joy because of God’s pres- 
ence; now neither sadness nor joy 
changes their countenance. Almost 
expressionless they sit through ser- 
vices. 

Has God withdrawn His presence? 
No, He is still there, but those lives 
once alert, quickened by the Spirit, 
have returned to the realm of spirit- 
ual deadness. Only a little spiritual 
life is left. Like those in Sardis, a few 
things remain but even these are 
ready to die. Whole assemblies, once 
alive with power, joy and enthusiasm, 
have become weak, joyless and dead. 
Once they were enlightened, once 
they tasted the good Word of God, 
they once felt the powers of the 
world to come; but now that light is 
dimming, that power is waning, and 
they are dangerously near falling 
away and crucifying to themselves 
(note that — crucifying to them- 
selves) the Son of God — becoming 
dead to Him, getting beyond His in- 
fluence. 

How did they get this way? How 
did it happen? Look again at the 
church at Sardis. (Revelation 3) 
What caused their deadness? What 
was sapping the spiritual life from 


that which remained? Here is the 
answer. Verse 2: their works were 
not perfect before God. That is where 
all the spiritual death begins in a 
church. When its works — prayer 
life, worship, seeking lost souls, be- 
gin to be incomplete, then death sets 
in. Then tresspasses and sins enter 
to complete the carnage: trespasses 
(going beyond the boundaries set by 
God); sins, (transgressions of God’s 
explicit commands). We call it 
worldliness, but that is too general 
a term, too hard to define. It is im- 
perfect works, transgressions and 
sins, that deaden. 

What can restore the life that is 
being lost? The answer to the church 
is the same as to the sinner, the 
quickening power of the Holy Ghost. 
To that all will say, “Amen.” But it 
is not as simple as it sounds. Note 
our Lord’s message to Sardis (Verses 
2-5) If there is to be a revival of lost 
spiritual life, there is much to do. 

1. “Be watchful, and _ strengthen 
the things which remain.” Whatever 
spark of life remains must be fanned 
by the wind of the Spirit and fed by 
the Word. - 

2. “Remember how thou hast re- 
ceived and heard.” Recall the earnest 
prayer and attention to God’s Word 
when first you believed. That is the 
old path that must be walked in, if 
this spiritual life is to return. 

3. “Hold Fast.” There must be that 


diligent perseverance, day-in and 
day-out stick-to-it-iveness. There is 
no ministry of the Spirit to supple- 
ment human laziness. 

4. “Repent.” Genuine sorrow for 
the imperfections, the transgressions, 
and the sins that have spread their 
deadening influence, with turning 
from them. 

5. “Overcome” — verse 5. No effort 
that falls short of complete victory 
over imperfect works (insofar as it 
is humanly possible), over sins and 
over transgressions, will avail. 

Of such overcomers Jesus says, “I 
will not blot out his name out of the 
book of life.” He shall be “clothed in 
white.” The strong inference is that 
those who are living only in name 
but have lapsed back into a place of 
spiritual death are to have their 
names blotted out of the book of life. 
May God in His mercy provide a 
ministry that will waken such to their 
danger. 

In the last chapter of Revelation 
there is a word of encouragement to 
us if we have in any way lost out. It 
is this: “Whosoever will, let him take 
the water of life freely.” This life 
giving, this quickening stream is for 
“whosoever will.” It is an echo of the 
cry uttered by our Lord Jesus on the 
last day of the feast, “If any man 
thirst, let him come unto Me and 
drink.” (John 7:38). Keep coming 
and keep drinking.

Because the fourth year plan was 
announced so late in the season, the 
progress in its development is as yet 
rather limited, but the prospects for 
the future are promising. The neces- 
sary legal negotiations are making 
good progress, and some of the 
course offerings are included in the 
fall curriculum. Though the College 
does not at present plan to offer 
gradation at the fourth year level dur- 
ing this present school year, it is like- 
ly that within a year’s time the ex- 
pansion to the fourth year will have 
been completed and there will be a 
representative graduating class. Sev- 
eral additional fourth year students 
are expected to enter for the spring 
semester. 

While the fall registration will 
have closed by the time Glad Tidings 
appears, young people are urged to 
consider entering Bethany Bible Col- 
lege in the spring semester.

In his evangelistic ministry, Broth- 
er Prinzing has ministered in nine 
states and in parts of Canada. His 
pastorates have included: six in Ore- 
gon, one in Idaho, two in Washing- 
ton, two in Minnesota, and one in 
Wisconsin. For seven years he was 
a presbyter in Oregon and for three 
years the District Treasurer. 

In 1928, Brother Prinzing was unit- 
ed inn marriage to Evelyn Audrey 
Churchill. They are now parents of 
three sons and three daughters. Of 
these children, three hold ministerial 
credentials, one is a layman’s wife, 
one is attending Bethany Bible Col- 
lege, and one is in high school.

“Packages from home!!” What an 
air of expectancy comes into the 
household, as we climb out of the car 
and carry the packages into the front 
room, calling out the good news as 
we come into the house. We had just 
come from the customs office where 
the packages had been waiting for 
some little time. As soon as we found 
the packages were there, we hurried 
down and filled out the necessary 
papers — seven copies of a declara- 
tion of the contents — went upstairs 
to the office of the Collector of Cus- 
toms of Liberia where the papers 
were certified by his official signa- 
ture and then over to the cashier 
where we paid a revenue tax of fifty 
cents per package plus two per cent 
of the declared value of the packages, 
and finally — the whole process 
usually takes from two to three hours 
— the packages are pushed across the 
counter to us and we take them out 
to the car and off to the house! The 
whole family gathers around as the 
strings are carefully untied — string 
is a rather precious comodity in 
Liberia — and the wrapping paper 1s 
taken off, the lids pried up and the 
contents exposed. “Oooooooh,” says 
one of the boys as he spies a whole 
carton of chewing gum! “Oh Boy! 
says the other, as he reaches do wn 
and pulls out a nylon sport shirt, 
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from HAome”

“Just my size, too.” All of our eyes 
sparkle as cans of meat, packages of 
cake mix, and a carton of Kraft’s 
cheese come out of the box. “I’m so 
glad they sent Pillsbury mixes,” says 
Mrs. Renfroe, “for eggs are so hard 
to get, we would have to let any 
other kind of mix wait until your next 
trip interior, when you could bring 
me some more.” “Yes,” Brother Ren- 
froe speaking this time, “Let’s not 


wait that long, that would be another 
week yet. How about mixing up one 
of these right now?” After everything 
is taken out and spread out, someone 


asks, “Well, who sent this wonderful 
box?” Invariably the ansper is, “It’s 
from the WMC of Suchansuch church 
in Northern California.” By that time 
we are ready to open one of the other 
boxes. This one proves to be full of 
good used clothing from the WMC 
of Whichever Church in Northern 
California. While this does not thrill 
the younger members of the family, 
the senior Renfroes are just as happy 
over it, for on the next trip interior, 
some of our preacher’s and their fam- 
ilies are going to be receiving these 
much needed clothes and they will 
not only profusely thank the mission- 
ary, but will probably fall down on 
their knees and thank the Lord for 
sending these wonderful clothes to 
them. So while Brother and Sister 
Renfroe have been looking over the 
clothing, and deciding which should 
go where, the boys are busy opening 
the third box — three boxes that day!

National Capitol Finally 


Gets Prayer Room 

The Capitol Building in Washing- 
ton is 154 years old. In all that time 
there has never been an official 
prayer room. In June of this year, 
without any outside pressure, a re- 
solution jointly sponsored by the 
Senate and the House was unani- 
* mously approved and a prayer room 
has been established for members 
“who seek help from that Power out- 
side themselves.” 

The room, immediately below the 
Capitol dome and just off the main 
rotunda, is approximately equidistant 
from the floor of the House and the 
Senate. The room will not be avail- 
able for any formal worship services 
or assemblies. (A similar room, when 
provided at United Nations head- 
quarters in New York last year, was 
used by more than 40,000 persons 
during the first six months. ) 


California’s Mental 


Patients 

Dr. Walter Rapaport, State direct- 
or of mental hygiene, recently report- 
ed that California residents are en- 
* tering state mental hospitals at the 
rate of one every 29 minutes. 

More than 18,000 were admitted 
to the hospitals during the fiscal year 
ending June 80th. 

Although California ranks high 
among states in the percentage of 
patients released (about 75 per cent) 
there always will be more patients 
in the hospitals at the end of the 
year than there were the year before. 
The hospitals are 15 per cent over- 
crowded.

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Rum, Great Problem 
Among Teenagers 


“Responsible youth leaders every- 
where report a steady increase in 
teenage drinking. It used to be a 
problem only in colleges. Then senior 
high schools. Now it’s a serious prob- 
lem in many junior high schools. 
Theyre starting younger each year. 

School leaders have tried to re- 
verse the trend. For 50 years they've 
followed state laws requiring them 
to teach the evils of alcohol. They've 
tried emotional approaches, like tem- 
perance workers. Theyve tried un- 
emotional approaches, like scientists. 
They've analyzed social and personal 
costs, like ‘sociologists. They've 
brought in experts. Yet they haven't 
had much effect. 

I think the answer lies more in our 
homes than our schools. As long as 
we parents think it’s smart to get 
swacked, our kids will get swacked. 
As long as we sneer at temperance, 
our kids will sneer. 

I'm afraid things will have to get 
worse before they get better. They'll 
have to get bad enough for us par- 
ents to be thoroughly frightened. 
Only then will we realize that the 
standards we've been putting before 
our kids are weak standards. Only 
then will we do something about 
drinking in our homes. Only then 
will our kids change.”

The Continent-Size Bomb 


According to Professor Harrison 
Brown, nuclear chemist at the Cali- 
fornia Institute of Technology, a 
single cobalt bomb could destroy al- 
most all life in the United States. If 
the bomb were exploded in the Pa- 
cific about one thousand miles off 
shore it would form a deadly radio- 
active cloud that could travel with 
the prevailing winds over the entire 
continent. Says Professor Brown, 
“The radioactive dust would reach 
California in about a day, and New 
York in four or five days, killing most 
life as it traverses the continent.” 


Man Lags Behind Science 

At the recent Stanford University 
commencement, the principal speak- 
er, Dr. Robert C. Swain of the Ameri- 
can Cyanamid Company, deplored 
what he called “the failure of moral 
integrity and social responsibility to 
keep pace with the advances of phy- 
sical science.” Dr. Swain commented 
that “the human tortoise has a ten- 
dency to lag dangerously behind the 
scientific hare,” and then he added, 
“It is becoming increasingly evident 
that the physical sciences have pro- 
gressed far more rapidly than their 
political, economic, and social sisters. 
We have measured success by what 
we have, rather than by what we 
are.
